DEXTER — The m uch publicized case 
involving the city’s anti-pornography or­ 
dinance and the m anager of a local drive-in 
theatre showed up in Circuit Court this 
week, but no trial date has been set. 
City Attorney Paul McGhee, who is 
responsible for prosecuting the case, said 
the case will be completely retried in Cir­ 
cuit Court. 
Clyde Costin, m anager of Fam ily Drive- 
In on Highway 60 West, was tried in City 
Court earlier this month and found guilty of 
violating the ordinance. 
Police Judge Herb Aarant fined Costin 
$100 and sentenced him to 90 days in jail, but 
suspended the sentence. 
It was reported at that time that the case 
would be appealed to Circuit Court by 
defense lawyers, but papers were not filed 
in the office of Circuit Clerk Charles Corbin 
until this week. 
The trial in City Court lasted about two 
hours. Testimony was heard from two 
police officers, but jurors in the case were 
not allowed to see the film. 
This was the first jury trial in City Court 
for as long as McGhee could rem em ber, 
even though in a fourth-class city such as 
Dexter, it is a m atter of right if a defendant 
wishes a jury. 
Just days after the trial in City Court, the 
Missouri Supreme Court ruled that alleged 
violators of local anti-obscenity ordinances 


cannot be tried in a municipal court because 
they do not have the right to a trial by jury. 
The decision arose from a case in Kansas 
City in which the m anager of a theater 
allegedly showed an obsene movie in 1973. 
The Supreme Court invalidated a four- 
month jail term and a $500 fine, ruling that 
the fact the case could be appealed upon 
Municipal Court conviction to the Circuit 
Court where a jury trial is perm itted did not 
satisfy constitutional requirem ents. 
The decision was 6-1. 


Did McGhee figure that decision was in 
the making and choose a jury trial to get 
around that? 
This week, in response to that question, he 
would not confirm that was his intent. 
Both McGhee and Costin’s defense at­ 
torney said the defense chose the jury trial 
route. 


The movie in question is titled, "P leasure 
is my Business” , and was shut down by 
police in November. 
The action was taken after Police Lt. 
Steve Fish, officer in charge of the night 
shift, determ ined that the scenes shown on 
the 
screen 
violated 
the 
city’s 
anti­ 
pornography law. 
After discussion with Police Chief Jim 
Teeters, police decided to close the movie 
down. 
Teeters said the movie showed a com ­ 


pletely nude woman swimming in a pool 
with a man and having sexual relations. 
The law—passed under pressure from 
city citizens in April—m akes it unalwful for 
a person knowingly to “ present...any ob­ 
scene exhibition or performance, including 
the exhibiting...of any obscene motion 
picture." 
McGhee drew up the ordinance with an 
eye on recent Supreme Court rulings, and 
defined “ obscene" as being that which, by 
applying contem porary community stan­ 
dards in the city of Dexter, appeals to the 
prurient interest in sex. portrays or depicts 
in a patently offensive way ultim ate sexual 
acts and which, taken as a whole, does not 
have serious literary, artistic, political or 
scientific value. 
The law states that "explicit sexual 
m aterial" 
means 
"any... motion 
pic­ 
ture... which depicts actual or sim ulated 
acts of human sexual intercourse...or the 
lewd exhibition of the genitals." 
Other parts of the law are written out in 
even more explicit terms. 
Judge Aarant did not levy the maximum 
sentence against Costin. The law allows a 
maximum fine of $500 and-or a 90-day jail 
sentence. 
McGhee said this week he plans to study 
the recent Missouri Suprem e Court decision 
to see if it will have any effect on the local 
trial

President Ford, an ill-chosen 
phrase by Jimmy Carter, a joke 
in poor taste by a member of the 
Cabinet—often gets a lot more 
attention in print and on the air 
than do serious and thoughtful 
words or acts by any of these or 
other prominent officials.

WASHINGTON - Buried in 
secret files of the Ford Motor 
Company lies evidence that big 
auto makers have put profits 
ahead of lives. Their lack of con­ 
cern has caused thousands of 
people to die or be horribly dis- 
figured in fiery car crashes. Un­ 
disclosed Ford tests have 
demonstrated that the big auto 
makers could have made safer 
automuoi.i 
ijv -{jeiul.ng a few 
dollars more on each car. 
In mo6t American-made cars, 
the fuel tanks are located behind 
the rear aide. In this exposed 
position, a h i-sp e ed rear-enu 
collision can cause the tank to 
explode, turning the car into a 
giant torch. 
Secret tests by Ford have 
shown that minor adjustments in 
the location of the fuel tank 
could greatly reduoe the fiery 
danger. 
In March, 1967, Ford quietly 
tested an English Rover with the 
fuel tank above the rear axle, the 
Rover was subjected to a 29- 
mile-an-hour collision with “no 
deform ation, puncture or 
leakage of the fuel tank.” 
In 1970, Ford repeated the test 
with its popular Mustang, 
relocating the tank over the axle. 
A 4,000-pound barrier was slam­ 
med against (he car at 30 miles- 


per-hour, yet there was “no 
leakage from the fuel tank ... 
during impact” 
A third test confirmed the life- 
saving conclusions. Auto safety 
c o n s u l t a n t B yron B lo ck 
demonstrated that a 1969 Ford 
Galaxy with a safety fuel cell lo­ 
cated forward of the rear axle 
could take a collision of up to 63 
miles-per-hour.

Ford actually has already 
safely relocated fuel tanks in its 
European-made Fiesta model, 
and proudly advertises they are

Federal standards require 
that all 1977 cars survive a 30- 
mile-per-hour rear-end crash. 


But the new cars are on the 
streets without having been 
government tested. 
FOOTNOTE The car makers 
insist their new cars will meet 
federal standards. But Ford 
dedined to tell us what changes 
are being made in their cars to 
conform. Ford executives also 
refused to share copies of their 
crash tests with us. General 
Motors insists that the fuel tank 
location is not the sole determin­ 
ing factor in rear-end collision 
safety. 
Striking Oat: We recently 
told of the bitter feud between 
the Justice DepL’s criminal divi­ 
sion head, Richard Thornburgh, 
and the chiefs of the federal 
strike forces, which were set up 
as independent organized crime 
fighters.

Atoms Not Oil Sticks: 
Environmentalists 
told not 
one death or serious radiation in 
60 nuclear power plants 
NANTUCKET, Mass. - The 
big SS Argo Merchant oil slick 
reminded me that the only 
phenomenon which ever ex­ 
ploded at Indian Point, N.Y., 
site of a big nuclear power plant, 
was 
the 
bombastic 
Congresswoman Bella Abzug. 
Tell you why: 


Possessing more decibels than 
an electric bullhorn, the militant 
Congress lady had accompanied 
anti-nuclear 
plant 
en­ 
vironmentalists to picket the 
Consolidated 
Edison reactor 
station there. In effect the 
protesters' message was: some 
day this nuclear power in­ 
stallation will blow the entire 
area into the Hudson River. 
What links the Georges’ Bank 
oil glob and Bella Abzug’s 
picketing excursion is the fact 
that foreign petroleum in 
foreign ships under shadowy 
masters working for almost 
untraceable, mysterious owners 
have 
been 
greater 
en­ 
vironmental and human risks 
than our atomic energy in­ 
dustry. 
There now are 64 American 
nuclear reactors-including the 
Yankee installation not too far 
from here - pouring out some 10 
per cent of the nation’s elec­ 
trical needs. And one thimbleful 
of uranium, according to W. 
B Donham Crawford, president of 
the Edison Electric Institute, 
will produce the electricity 
equivalent of what can be 
dredged from 1,100 gallons of oil 
or seven tons of coal. 
And the new generation 
breeder reactors, which produce 
more nuclear fuel than they 
consume in the process or 
generating 
power, 
could 
squeeze from the pound of 
uranium 
the 
electrical 
equivalent of what could be 
dragged from 600 carloads of 
dirty coal. 
Further, 
says 
Crawford, 
nuclear power saved consumers 
nearly $2 billion in electric bills 
last year and conserved the 
equivalent of 12.5 billion gallons ' 
of oil or 80 million tons of coal. 
That $2 billion saving is a lot of 
shekels to keep from the sheiks. 
But what of the nuclear 
radiation risks? What of the 
atomic 
power 
installations’ 
safety 
records? 
Is 
nuclear 
production more deadly than an 
85-mile oil slick? For answers, I 
turned to the specialists. 
There 
aren’t 
greater 
“credits” as we used to say in 
Hollywood, than those of Dr. 
Norman C. Rasmussen, chief of 
the 
Nuclear 
Engineering 
Department, 
Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology (MIT): 
“There have been no reports 
of a single member of the public 
killed by a nuclear power plant 
accideht,” heavers. “Compared 
with other technologies, this is 
an almost unbelievable statistic 
and reflects the fact that no 
other technology has ever been 
developed with as much at­ 
tention to safety.” 
If Academia isn’t sufficient, 
here are mmpanent and labor 
nuclear experts: 
“The 60 
nuclear generating plants In the 
U.S. have a perfect safety 
record,” states Crawford who 
knows the field as you do the 
inside $>f your sink. “ No 
radiation, injury or death has 


resulted from the operation of 
any licensed nuclear power 
facility. Nor has any member of 
the public been exceessively 
exposed to radiation ... a Person 
standing near a nuclear power 
plant for a year would receive 
less exposure than he would 
from cosmic radiation on a 
single airplane flight from New 
York to San Francisco.” 
Both 
Crawford 
and 
Rasmussen agree here truly 
isn’t any danger of a critical 
explosion. According to Prof 
Rasmussen, “Even today some 
non-technical people mistakenly 
believe that a reactor, like a 
nuclear explosive devide, can 
blow up and release all the 
radioactivity in the fuel. Even 
nuclear critics ... agree that this 
is 
physically 
impossible, 
because the fuel contains such a 
small percentage of the U-235 
isotope.” 
And from Vincent O'Reilly, 
whose life is more hectic than 
his legendary namesake’s, the 
word is that academia and in­ 
dustry are right- no deaths or 
injuries. O’Reilly’s words are 
vital here because he is director 
of utility operations for AFL- 
CIO’s International Brotherhood 
of Electrical Workers (I BEW). 
It’s important here to paint out 
that the IBEW doesn’t pressure 
the media. Therefore, though it 
has 1.1 million members and is 
led 
by 
president 
Charles 
Pillard, a “Mr. 
Clean,” it 
doesn’t make the headlines as 
professionally as do the more 
glamorous 
public 
relations- 
oriented giant unions such a big 
steel and auto labor.But IBEW’s 
research 
matches 
many 
a 
university’s. 
O’Reilly says that “ our 
conclusions about the safety of 
nuclear 
power stations are 
based on the many years of 
operation and the large number 
of our members involved with 
nuclear power.” 
And he adds that “not one of 
our members has died because 
of radiation exposeure. We have 
had no reports of our members 
receiving bodily harm from 
exposure to radiation. Nineteen 
years have passed since our 
members were first exposed to 
radiation, and there have been 
no reported injuries.” 
Yet he adds that last year 
IBEW locals reported that “42 of 
our members were electrocuted 
while at 
(traditional con­ 
struction - VR) work on the 
job.” 
So, if Dr. James Schlesinger. 
the new national energy “czar.” 
seeks 
to slash America's 
dependency on foreign oil, what 
better way than to speed nuclear 
plant construction? 
Not only would OPEC sud­ 
denly 
discover 
it 
can’t 
manipulate an oil glut, slick or 
surplus but prices would be 
forced 
down 
and 
mure 
American 
jobs 
would 
b 
created. Says the ^conor :cs 
department of University of 
California at Los Angeles: some 
500,0<v' : 
maybe 800,000 new 
workers, could be added, if the 
U.S. could replace two million 
barrels of oil imports per day 
with domestic energy.

In 1827, pedestrians on Broadway were startled to see New 
York's first horse-powered omnibus clatter down the street. 
Mass transit had come to America. 


In the century and a half since that first omnibus run, mass 
transit has helped to change the face of the American city. 
Horsecars, cable cars, trolleys, subways, all have played a 
role in creating the city of today with its residential areas 
and suburbs. 


But since the 1920's, mass transit has encountered compe­ 
tition in moving Americans—competition which has caused 
its rapid decline. The automobile, which at first was a luxury 
for city dwellers, came to be a necessity as more and more 
people left the cities for even more distant suburbs (suburbs 
whose initial growth, in many cases, was made possible by 
mass transit). 


But this change to the automobile caused new problems. 
Cars are much less energy-efficient than trains or buses, 
particularly when occupied only by a driver. They require 
expensive freeways and parking lots in central business 
districts. Moreover, since half of our population is still 
unable to drive, these people are less able to get transpor­ 
tation than they were when the average city had an effi­ 
cient public transit system. 


A ll of these factors would provide adequate reasons for 
re-evaluating our mass transit systems, but a powerful new 
rationale was added by the Oil Embargo of 1973-74, and the 
sharp increases in imported oil prices which followed. For the 
first time, Americans had to face the possibility that the 
abundant, low-priced energy used to propel automobiles 
would no longer be available. This caused them to take a 
second look at our use of energy in transportation and in 
other facets of our lifestyle. 


The fact is that mass transit is still the most energy-efficient 
form of motorized transportation. When energy-efficiency is 
added to the other benefits of mass-transit-improved air 
quality and less traffic congestion—it is no wonder that 
cities like Boston and Cleveland are improving their mass 
transit systems, while other cities, such as Washington and 
San Francisco, are putting new systems into operation.

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Reassessment bill to face legislators

JEFFERSON CITY - If 
you are displeased that your 
neighbor’s home is assessed 
$5,000 less than yours even 
though it is the same size, then 
this may be the year the 
General Assembly corrects 
those inequities. 
Delaying the legislature are 
the costs and complexities 
su rro u n d in g 
any 
reassessment 
program 
to 
equalize 
property 
tax 
assessment ratios. Last year 
the 
House 
p a sse d 
a 
reassessment bill but it died in 
the Senate. 
This year, the bill’s sponsor, 
Rep. Steven M. Gardner, D- 
Ballwin, plans to reintroduce 
the legislation. He is hopeful it 
will pass this year because of 
an endorsement of the bill by 
the Governor’s Conference or 
Education and a pending suit 
against 
the 
State 
Tax 
Commission 
which 
could 
result 
in 
court-ordered 
reassessment. 
The 
bill 
would 
require 
mandatory reassessment oi 
counties if the coefficient oi 
dispersion (a measurement oi 
disparity of assessment levels 
among tracts of real estate) 
exceeds 20 per cent. 
The bill also would expand 
the 
tax 
com m ission’s 
authority, and contains 
a 
provision giving each county 
three years to get to the 334 
percent level. 
T hese 
p ro p e rty 
tax 
assessment ratio inequities 
were documented more than a 
year ago by State Auditor 
George W. Lehr in a report. 
The report, a seven-month 
study of assessments and 
assessment equity in every 
Missouri county, showed large 
variances 
in 
assessment 
levels from county to county. 
Assessment 
ratios 
were 
found to vary from a high of 35 
per cent of true property value 
in St. Louis County to a low of 
6.9 per cent in St. Clair 
County. A Missouri statute 
requires 
property 
to 
be 
assessed at 334 per cent of its 
true property value. 
“What 
these inequities 
amount to is that the rich get 
richer and 
the poor 
get 
poorer,” says Lehr. “It works 
just the opposite of legislative 
intent.” 


i^enr, who used to be a 
collector in Jackson County, 
says he has been aware of 
ratio inequities for some time 
and was concerned with the 
unfair 
tax 
burdens some 
counties bore compared with 
other counties. 
Property tax assessment 
ratios are important in the 
allocation of state aid to local 
school districts under the 
school foundation program. In 
addition, many districts fund 
their 
ambulance, 
water, 
library and soil programs 
with property taxes. 
Lehr places much of the 
blame 
for 
the 
current 
variance in assessment ratios 
on the State Tax Commission, 
which 
is 
charged 
with 
maintaining 
uniformity 
of 
assessment levels between 
and among the counties. 
When he released his report, 
Lehr said the commission was 
not doing anything about 
assessment 
ratios. 
Today, 
Lehr believes the commission 
is doing a better job, but not 
much. 
“The State Tax Comm'ssior 
is still generally as inept as il 
ever was,” he says. “They’re 
beginning 
to 
get 
some 
structure now to give them ar 
opportunity, if they have the 
desire, 
to start 
changing 
things. 
“It sure the hell hasn’t 
started happening so far,” he 
says. 
Com mission 
m em bers 
Robert F. Love and Steve 
Snyder see the commission as 
a victim of understaffing and 
underfunding. 
“As far as checking to see 
whether all the counties were 
assessing property at the 334 
per cent ratio, the commission 
had no way of doing it at all,” 
says Snyder. * ‘We really didn’t 
have people, we really didn’t 
have the expertise.” 
Love and Snyder agree that 
a 
total 
reassessment 
of 
property 
in 
the 
state 
is 
needed, and recommended a 
program of equalization and 
reappraisal to the Governor’s 
Conference on Education. 
Both see a need to increase 
the commission’s budget and 
manpower. Snyder says the 
commission only has 10 field 
men for the entire state. That 
breaks down to roughly 7,000 
square miles for each field 
man. 
This year the commission is 


asking for a budget triple the 
amount 
allocated 
to the 
commission 
last 
year. 
If 
granted the additional funds, 
the commission may be able 
to afford a lawyer to handle 
the load of appeal caaes on 
property assessments. 
But 
any 
equalization 
program is going to have to be 
handled on the local level with 
the local assessors, some who 
receive as little as $75 a year 
for their work. Love and 
Snyder say if the state wants 
to 
c o rre c t 
th e 
ra tio 
inequalities, it will have to pay 
for it. 
“When you get in the 
outstate areas, there is no way 
in hell they can afford it,” 
Snyder says. “They can’t even 
afford the assessors they’ve 
got.” 
» 
Snyder says there is a 
danger that some counties 
may profit from reappraisal. 
That is, after the assessment 
ratio is lowered, the county 
may not roll back the tax 
levies or only roll them back 
for a year. 
Gardner 
says 
he 
will 
introduce a companion bill 
that will prevent counties 
from reaping tax windfalls if 
assessment ratios rise. The 
bill would require a lowering 
of tax levies if assessment 
ratios rise more than 10 per 
cent over last year’s ratio. 
Gardner believes there is a 
good chance for passage. One 
reason for his optimism is a 
Missouri-National Education 
Association 
(NEA) 
suit 
against the Missouri State Tax 
Commission in federal district 
court. 
“There is a certain amount 
of fear with the legislature 
over 
the 
M-NEA 
suit,” 
Gardner says. “If NEA wins, 
the courts could undertake on 
its own the reassessment of 
property 
tax 
ratios. 
The 
General Assembly may rather 
act before the court gets its 
chance.” 
The M-NEA suit was filed 
p artially 
because 
the 
legislature did not take any 
action 
last 
session, 
says 
James 
R. 
Ferguson 
Jr., 
executive director at M-NEA. 
“ An 
entire 
legislative 
session went by without any 
solution,” 
Ferguson 
says. 
“The only thing they did was 
agree mat mere is a prooiem 
with the ratios.” 
The M-NEA suit 
would 
direct 
the 
S tate 
Tax 
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Commission 
to 
equalize 
assessment ratios between 
counties. NEA has a concern 
in 
the 
m atter 
because 
property 
tax 
assessments 
r a tio s 
d e te r m in e 
the 
allocation of school funds. 
Inequities in the ratios mean 
some counties with lower 
assessment ratios are getting 
the same education benefits as 
the 
counties with higher 
assessment ratios. 
Accordingly, the Governor’s 
Conference on Education in its 
education finance report has 
urged the 
334 
per cent 
assessment standard should 
be uniformly enforced. 
In addition, the conference 
recommended 
that 
all 
taxpayers should be provided 
a d e q u a te 
v a lu a tio n 
information so they can judge 
the fairness and equity of the 
assessments 
on 
their 
property, that all assessors 
and all appraisal personnel 
should be certified and that 
relief should be provided to 
those taxpayers carrying too 
high a burden in relation to 
income. 
The inequity of ratios also is 
demanding the time of the 
State Tax Structure Study 
Commission, chaired by Sen. 
Norman 
L. 
Merrell, 
D- 
Monticello. Merrell says the 
study will try to determine 
where tax burdens lie. 
Merrell does not see any 
easy solution to the property 
tax problem.

AP gives tips on energy use 
while fuel bills soar upward

Visions of soaring fuel bills 
are making consumers shiver 
this winter, but it’s not hard to 
cut costs to save money and 
energy. 
Last week’s meeting of the 
Organization of Petroleum Ex­ 
porting Countries and recent in­ 
creases in the price of natural 
gas have put energy back in 
the spotlight. 
More than half the energy 
used in the United States comes 
from petroleum, and almost 40 
per cent of the oil is imported. 
The cost of home heating oil 
— No. 2 fuel oil — was about 34 
to 35 cents a gallon in most 
East Coast areas in mid-De­ 
cember, according to figures in 
the 
Journal 
of 
Commerce. 
That’s about 15 cents a gallon 
more than it was in 1973. An 
increase of another cent or so 
is expected as a result of the 
OPEC price boost announced 
last week. 
The price of natural gas — 
used for heating more than 30 
million homes — also has in­ 
creased. The federal ceiling 
price on interstate gas sold by 
producers to pipelines has risen 
from 42 cents per thousand cub­ 
ic feet in 1974 to $1.42 or 93 
cents per thousand cubic feet, 
depending on when the gas was 
discovered. The increases have 
been challenged by consumer 
groups. 


No matter how you heat your 
home, the Federal Energy Ad­ 
ministration says you can can 
cut bills substantially by follow­ 
ing a few relatively simple and 
inexpensive steps. Among the 
agency’s suggestions: 
—Caulk 
and 
weatherstrip 
doors and windows. The FEA 
says this move can cut energy 
costs by 10 per cent. 


—Install storm windows and 
doors. If you don’t want to 
spend the money — about $30 a 
window and $75 a door — con­ 
sider taping a sheet of clear 
plastic film to the inside of the 
frames. The entire cost for the 
average house is about $10, ac­ 
cording to the energy agency. 
Fuel costs will drop by up to 15 
per cent. 
—Insulate the attic and walls. 
Putting insulation in the attic to 
a depth of six inches can cut 
heating costs by 20 per cent. In­ 
sulating the walls of an existing 


house also saves energy, but it 
is a more complicated proce­ 
dure requiring special equip­ 
ment and professional help. 
—Turn down the thermostat 
to 68 degrees during the day 
and 60 degrees at night. If 
these settings reduce the tem­ 
perature an average of six de­ 
grees. 
heating costs 
should 
drop by about 15 per cent, the 
FEA says. 
—Have your furnace serviced 
regularly. If you are buying a 
new furnace, consider one with 
an automatic flue gas damper 
that reduces loss of heat when 
the furnace is not in operation. 
If you use electric heating, 
check into a ‘‘heat pump” sys­ 
tem that uses outside air in 
both heating and cooling.

Aerospace industry 
can help itself 


By Ray Cromley 


WASHINGTON — (NEA) — The other day a num ber of us 
listened to the pleading of a long-time top spokesman of the 
aerospace industry, a kingpin in the economy with nearly $29 
billion in sales this year. 
He pulled out all the stops. Waved the flag. Stressed the im­ 
portance of the industry to national defense Pointed to the 
declining sales in real dollars. Stressed repeatedly that Presi­ 
dent C arter most assuredly should do something when he 
moves into the White House 
He should have looked in m ore detail at the pessim istic 
statistics he presented at the meeting 
The way out for the aerospace industry was buried in his 
own numbers, for all to see who were willing to look. But it 
was not, apparently, at all clear to those businessmen whose 
solution to all things is federal help. 
The good news was that while aerospace sales had been hit­ 
ting rough tim es (in constant dollars), sales by some of these 
sam e companies of new products and services outside the 
narrow aerospace field had been doing very well. Exceeding­ 
ly well, in fact, in any kind of dollars figures, actual or cons­ 
tant. 
These non aerospace items had grown in 10 years from less 
than 10 per cent of total aerospace sales to a 1976-77 estim ate 
of alm ost 25 per cent. The largest growth here, percen­ 
tagewise, was in nongovernment purchases 
Men in the business, when cornered, will adm it that the op­ 
portunities are there, and the know-how The new sales use the 
unique expertise the industry has developed in years of 
building planes, m issiles and other standard aerospace items. 
But full-scale exploration and exploitation of the opportunities 
has thus far been hit-or-miss, piecemeal, in the main by a 
handful of firms. Much of the industry has stood by, wringing 
hands, using all its political know-how to w rest government 
contracts, U S and foreign A business so dependent on who is 
up and who down and on who can get close to whom that 
alm ost everyone involved ends up with the shakes. 
The first reaction a reporter gets when he talks about the 
new m arkets to men in the industry is a series of excuses: We 
don’t have the money to make the investm ents We re unsure 
on how to m arket. We don’t know what the potential sales will 
be It's too risky. We’re used to dealing with the government. 
We don’t know our way around in the civilian mass consumer 
market. 
When pinned down, these sam e insiders adm it they’ve not 
given the thought to the problem and to the opportunities they 
should have They’ve not generally gathered the statistics, 
done the m arket research, or otherwise studied the oppor­ 
tunities in transferring their magnificent high-technology 
know-how to the m ass-m arket consum er field At least not in 
the detail necessary to insure profitability. 
Now it is true that the industry leaders, taken as a group, 
have had a most difficult time in raising the large amounts of 
capital needed for m ajor expansion This, in considerable 
m easure, however, has been a result of their depending so 
heavily on uncertain m arkets such as the federal government, 
where it’s boom today and bust tomorrow. As one observer 
says, “ Who wants to invest in a company whose income charts 
look like a graph of a roller coaster.’’ Further, these men have 
not shown the im agination evident in some other businesses in 
cutting costs and in improving efficiency — certainly not to 
the degree necessary 
Yet these industry men are the sam e ones who complain of 
excessive federal regulation, the mushrooming size of the 
Washington bureaucracy — and of inefficiency in the govern­ 
ment. All of which observations are true 
It seem s clear, however, that these men contribute to the 
evils they condemn Their lack of courage and imagination, 
their unwillingness to cut them selves free — or at least a little 
more free — from the apron strings of Washington is at the 
root of the problem

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — It was Christmas Eve, 1970. I 
had written a story about a wonderful woman named Lugenia 
Fuell, a retired school teacher in New York City who operated 
a free day care center for the children of the working poor. 
And Mrs. Fuell asked me to play Santa Claus at the center's 
annual party. 
Of course I was happy to do so. But also I was reluctant. I 
make a most painful Santa, more tee-hee than ho-ho. I think 
it’s because there is not enough room between my lip and my 
nose for the mustache. In any event I can’t act, a deficiency 
that does not disqualify me for today’s theater, only the day 
nursery. 
Besides, the party was held in Harlem. I was to be a white 
Santa to black children, and this at a time when the Negro uni­ 
ty was questioning - loudly — the wisdom of such paradoxes. 
Even my true identity was too honky for some of the folks in 
Mrs. Fuell’s neighborhood. The feeling there was that white 
reporters seldom visited the heart of Harlem with anything 
save self-service on their minds. Therefore, I was less than 
totally welcome. I was not abused, but the hostility was heavy 
and unpromising. 
Shortly before the day of the party, while on a gift-bearing 
mission to the center, the hostility took the shape of criminali­ 
ty. Someone jimmied into my automobile and stole my press 
camera. I felt it was a rotten thing to do to Santa Claus. I also 
wondered if my wheels would be next. I very nearly gave it up 
at that point. 
But the kids were innocent, and Mrs. Fuell was saintly. So 
on the appointed day I arrived with a $10-per-hour red suit that 
had a cigarette burn on one sleeve. I confess I was most ner­ 
vous. I fluffed the beard and the wig to the greatest degree, 
but my pale cheeks still predominated. I was certain I would 
be disappointing. 
As I recall, I entered the nursery — the basement of a tene­ 
ment — with the grace of a falling rock. The kids were on one 
side of the room, their parents on the other. Everyone was 
smiling except one fellow, a huge man with a shaven head who 
looked for all the world like the representative from the Black 
Panthers. He sat last row. center. Glowering. My pillow 
almost fell to the floor. 
But then one child squealed with glee And another. Awe 
quickly dissolved into anticipation and fam iliarity 
In 
moments the room was filled with laughter and the sounds of 
small hands clapping on knees. A tot rushed up to give me a 
balloon and to hug my leg There was as much joy then as I 
have ever witnessed. 
Someone turned on the Christmas carols. Mrs Fuell began 
ringing bells. I emptied a bag of presents on the floor and de­ 
lightedly handed them out. A doll here, a toy truck there. One 
lad got a bubble blowing set and soon the missiles were flying 
about as if in a fantasy. All the while that tot clung to my leg 
The parents, too, were spirited. Except for the man with the 
shaven head. While others chatted and sang and snacked on 
popcorn and cookies, he hung back, still grim What with the 
occasion, however, I soon forgot about him. I wrestled with 
the kids, shook hands with the fellows, and kissed every lady 
in the place. We partied thus for more than two hours, or $20 
worth of red suit rental. 
When it was over I retired to a storage room to undress The 
grip of that leg-hugging tot had to be unfastened finger by 
finger and at that he would not forfeit some of the fur from my 
cuff. I had a grand time. The kids had too, apparently, for the 
pockets of my costume were filled with their donations of can­ 
dy and gum. 
While I was dressing the man with the shaved head came 
into the room. He introduced himself as an unemployed 
mechanic, and a friend of one of the parents He still was un­ 
smiling, but he was no longer so menacing “ You did good.” 
he said, and turned and left. 
I said goodbye to Lugenia Fuell and walked out to my car It 
was cold. Getting on to dusk. And there on the windshield was 
a note — “Sorry about the cam era,” it said, “Merry Christ­ 
mas anyway.”

Exercise and diet help heart ills

DEAR DR. LAMB - I read 
an article in the paper where 
two heart specialists were dis­ 
cussing heart disease. They 
said heart ailments could best 
be treated with exercise and 
diet rather than using drugs. 
They did not mention what 
kind of exercise or diet a heart 
patient should use. I wish you 
would give me some facts on 
dieting and exercise that a 
person could best use. I am 
real anxious to know what 
comments you would give on 
this subject. 
DEAR READER - In ar­ 
ticles and on TV programs the 
short space of tim e often 
prevents a complete presenta­ 
tion of the problem. Exercise, 
diet and not smoking are all 
important in preventing heart 
disease and strokes. They are 
not the answer, however, in 
some forms of heart disease, 
and they do not replace 
properly used medicines. 
A 
p e r s o n ’s 
e x e r c i s e 
program depends entirely on 
what condition the heart is in. 
When a person has had a heart 
attack and the valves in the 
heart have been damaged to 
the point he can’t walk the 
length of a hospital ward, it is 
foolish to talk about jogging to 
cure his damaged heart. A 
patient with rheumatic heart 
disease and damaged valves 
may need an operation and not 
an exercise program. There is 
literally no form of heart dis­ 


ease, though, that is benefited 
by obesity. The same applies 
to smoking cigarettes. 
I think anyone who knows he 
or she has heart d isease 
should not start an exercise 
program without discussing it 
with his or her doctor, familar 
with how much heart damage 
is present.

I don’t 
reco m m en d p r o g r essin g 
beyond a walking program 
without an evaluation of your 
status by your doctor. Those 
who then appear to be able to 
tolerate it can be encouraged 
to progress to more vigorous 
activity, such as jogging.

It is a serious complaint, one

com ­ 
munications business will ignore 
at some peril to the future of 
A m erica ’s 
co n stitu tio n al 
freedom of speech. 
News, in its exact sense, is the 
latest 
pertinent 
information. 
Journalism is the practice of 
dissem inating 
inform ation 
objectively and without added 
coloration of opinion. 
There are those who have 
veered far off that (pristine 
course in today's handling of 
information. 
Nowadays 
the 
“ boner”—a 
stum ble 
by 
President Ford, an ill-chosen 
phrase by Jimmy Carter, a joke 
in poor taste by a member of the 
Cabinet—often gets a lot more 
attention in print and on the air 
than do serious and thoughtful 
words or acts by any of these or 
other prominent officials. 
Jimmy Carter’s aides com­ 
plained during 
the 
recent 
campaign that their man was 
accused of “evading” the issues 
by media representatives who 
either ignored or played down 
his stated position on these same 
issues because it made dull, 
uninteresting copy.

According to Prof 
Rasmussen, “Even today some 
non-technical people mistakenly 
believe that a reactor, like a 
nuclear explosive devide, can 
blow up and release all the 
radioactivity in the fuel Even 
nuclear critics... agree that this 
is

In the century and a half since that first omnibus run, mass 
transit has helped to change the face of the American city. 
Horsecars, cable cars, trolleys, subways, all have played a 
role in creating the city of today with its residential areas 
and suburbs. 


But since the 1920's, mass transit has encountered compe 
tition in moving Americans competition which has caused 
its rapid decline. The automobile, which at first was a luxury 
for city dwellers, came to be a necessity as more and more 
people left the cities for even more distant suburbs (suburbs 
whose initial growth, in many cases, was made possible by 
mass transit). 


But this change to the automobile caused new problems. 
Cars are much less energy efficient than trains or buses, 
particularly when occupied only by a driver. They require 
expensive freeways and parking lots in central business 
districts. Moreover, since half of our population is still 
unable to drive, these people are less able to get transpor 
tation than they were when the average city had an effi- 
„ cient iiublic transit system 


A ll of these factors would provide adequate reasons for 
re evaluating our mass transit systems, but a powerful new 
rationale was added by the Oil Embargo of 1973 74, and the 
sharp increases in imported oil prices which followed. For the 
first time, Americans had to face the possibility that the 
abundant, low priced energy used to propel automobiles 
would no longer be available. This caused them to take a 
second look at our use of energy in transportation and in 
other facets of our lifestyle. 


The fact is that mass transit is still the most energy efficient 
form of motorized transportation. When energy efficiency is 
added to the other benefits of mass transit- improved air 
quality and less traffic congestion it is no wonder that 
cities like Boston and Cleveland are improving their mass 
transit systems, while other cities, such as Washington and 
San Francisco, are putting new systems into operation. 


But the finest, most efficient mass transit systems in the 
world w ill not produce energy savings or ease urban conges 
tion if they are not used. Unless people are willing to do 
w ithout their cars and use buses and subways in the cities 
where systems exist, we may find that the end of the age of 
mass transit w ill also imperil the American city as we know

AP gives tips on energy use 
while fuel bills soar upward

Visions of soaring fuel bills 
are making consumers shiver 
this winter, but it’s not hard to 
cut costs to save money and 
energy 
Last week's meeting of the 
Organization of Petroleum Ex­ 
porting Countries and recent in­ 
creases in the price of natural 
gas have put energy back in 
the spotlight 
More than half the energy 
used in the United States comes 
from petroleum, and almost 40 
per cent of the oil is imported. 
The cost of home heating oil 
— No. 2 fuel oil — was about 34 
to 35 cents a gallon in most 
East Coast areas in mid-De­ 
cember, according to figures in 
the 
Journal 
of 
Commerce 
That’s about 15 cents a gallon 
more than it was in 1973. An 
increase of another cent or so 
is expected as a result of the 
OPEC price boost announced 
last week. 
The price of natural gas — 
used for heating more than 30 
million homes — also has in­ 
creased, The federal ceiling 
price on interstate gas sold by 
producers to pipelines has risen 
from 42 cents per thousand cub­ 
ic feet in 1974 to $1 42 or 93 
cents per thousand cubic feet, 
depending on when the gas was 
discovered. The increases have 
been challenged by consumer 
groups 


No matter how you heat your 
home, the Federal Energy Ad­ 
ministration says you can can 
cut bills substantially by follow­ 
ing a few relatively simple and 
inexpensive steps, Among the 
agency’s suggestions: 
—Caulk 
and 
weatherstrip 
doors and windows The FEA 
says this move can cut energy 
costs by 10 per cent. 


— Install storm windows and 
doors 
If you don't want to 
spend the money — about $30 a 
window and $75 a door — con­ 
sider taping a sheet of clear 
plastic film to the inside of the 
frames The entire cost for the 
average house is about $10. ac­ 
cording to the energy agency 
Fuel costs will drop by up to 15 
per cent. 
—Insulate the attic and walls 
Putting insulation in the attic to 
a depth of six inches can cut 
heating costs by 20 per cent In­ 
sulating the walls of an existing 


house also saves energy, but it 
is a more complicated proce­ 
dure requiring special equip­ 
ment and professional help 
—Turn down the thermostat 
to 68 degrees during the day 
and 60 degrees at night 
If 
these settings reduce the tem­ 
perature an average of six de­ 
grees, 
heating 
costs 
should 
drop by about 15 per cent, the 
FEA says 
—Have your furnace serviced 
regularly If you are buying a 
new furnace, consider one with 
an automatic flue gas damper 
that reduces loss of heat when 
the furnace is not in operation 
If you use electric heating, 
check into a 
heat pump" sys­ 
tem that uses outside air in 
both heating and cooling 
Further information is avail­ 
able. free, in a government 
pamphlet, “Tips for Energy 
Savers."

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Aerospace industry 
can help itself 


By Ray Cromley 


WASHINGTON — (NEA) — The other day a number of us 
listened to the pleading of a long-time top spokesman of the 
aerospace industry, a kingpin in the economy with nearly $29 
billion in sales this year 
He pulled out all the stops Waved the flag Stressed the im- ' 
portance of the industry to national defense Pointed to the 
declining sales in real dollars. Stressed repeatedly that Presi­ 
dent C arter most assuredly should do something when he 
moves into the White House 
He should have looked in more detail at the pessimistic 
statistics he presented at the meeting 
The way out for the aerospace industry was buried in his 
own numbers, for all to see who were willing to look But it 
was not, apparently, at all clear to those businessmen whose 
solution to all things is federal help 
The good news was that while aerospace sales had been hit­ 
ting rough times (in constant dollars», sales by some of these 
sam e companies of new products and services outside the 
narrow aerospace field had been doing very well Exceeding­ 
ly well, in fact, in any kind of dollars figures, actual or cons­ 
tant 
These non aerospace item s had grown in 10 years from less 
than 10 per cent of total aerospace sales to a 1976-77 estim ate 
of alm ost 25 per cent 
The largest growth here, percen­ 
tagew ise. was in nongovernment purchases 
Men in the business, when cornered, will adm it that the op­ 
portunities are there, and the know-how The new sales use the 
unique expertise the industry has developed in years of 
building planes, missiles and other standard aerospace items 
But full-scale exploration and exploitation of the opportunities 
has thus far been hit-or-miss, piecemeal, in the main by a 
handful of firms Much of the industry has stood by. wringing 
hands, using all its political know-how to wrest government 
contracts, U S. and foreign A business so dependent on who is 
up and who down and on who can get close to whom that 
alm ost everyone involved ends up with the shakes 
The first reaction a reporter gets when he talks about the 
new m arkets to men in the industry is a series of excuses: We 
don’t have the money to make the investm ents We re unsure 
on how to market We don’t know what the potential sales will 
be It’s too risky. We re used to dealing with the government 
We don't know our way around in the civilian m ass consumer 
m arket 
When pinned down, these sam e insiders adm it they’ve not 
given the thought to the problem and to the opportunities they 
should have They've not generally gathered the statistics, 
done the market research, or otherwise studied the oppor­ 
tunities in transferring their magnificent high-technologv 
know-how to the m ass-m arket consumer field At least not in 
the detail necessary to insure profitability 
Now it is true that the industry leaders, taken as a group, 
have had a most difficult tim e in raising the large amounts of 
capital needed for m ajor expansion This, in considerable 
m easure, however, has been a result of their depending so 
heavily on uncertain m arkets such as the federal government, 
w here it's boom today and bust tomorrow As one observer 
says, "Who wants to invest in a company whose income charts 
look like a graph of a roller coaster.’ Further, these men have 
not shown the imagination evident in some other businesses in 
cutting costs and in improving efficiency — certainly not to 
the degree necessary 
Yet these industry men are the sam e ones who complain of 
excessive federal regulation, the mushrooming size of the 
Washington bureaucracy — and of inefficiency in the govern­ 
m ent All of which observations are true 
It seem s clear, however, that these men contribute to the 
evils they condemn Their lack of courage and imagination, 
their unwillingness to cut them selves free — or at least a little 
m ore free — from the apron strings of Washington is at the 
root of the problem 


Exercise and diet help heart ills

DEAR DR LAMB - I read 
an article in the paper where 
two heart specialists w ere dis­ 
cussing heart disease. They 
said heart ailm ents could best 
be treated with exercise and 
diet rather than using drugs 
They did not mention what 
kind of exercise or diet a heart 
patient should use. I wish you 
would give me some facts on 
dieting and exercise that a 
person could best use. I am 
real anxious to know what 
com m ents you would give on 
this subject 
DEAR READER - In a r­ 
ticles and on TV program s the 
short space of tim e often 
prevents a complete presenta­ 
tion of the problem Exercise, 
diet and not smoking are all 
im portant in preventing heart 
disease and strokes They are 
not the answer, however, in 
some forms of heart disease, 
and they do not re p lac e 
properly used medicines 
A 
p e r s o n 's 
e x e r c i s e 
program depends entirely on 
what condition the heart is in 
When a person has had a heart 
attack and the valves in the 
heart have been damaged to 
the point he can't walk the 
length of a hospital ward, it is 
foolish to talk about jogging to 
cure his damaged heart. A 
patient with rheum atic heart 
disease and damaged valves 
may need an operation and not 
an exercise program There is 
literally no form of heart dis­ 


ease, though, that is benefited 
by obesity The same applies 
to smoking cigarettes 
I think anyone who knows he 
or she has h e a rt d isease 
should not start an exercise 
program without discussing it 
with his or her doctor, fam ilar 
with how much heart damage 
is present. 
There is a great deal of 
difference in what you can say 
to the public about exercise 
tor people who have never had 
a heart attack and those who 
have heart damage already 
However, my rule of thumb is 
to tell people to walk If you 
can’t walk a city block at a 
norm al pace without trouble 
you m ust follow carefully 
what your doctor says about 
exertion, and don’t try to do 
anything he does not recom ­ 
mend 
Otherwise most people can 
gradually increase their walk­ 
ing program Those who can 
build up to walking an hour a 
day — which can be done in 
divided sessions such as m or­ 
ning and evening — usually 
gain health benefits I don’t 
re c o m m e n d p ro g re s s in g 
beyond a walking program 
without an evaluation of your 
status by your doctor. Those 
who then appear to be able to 
tolerate it can be encouraged 
to progress to more vigorous 
activity, such as jogging

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — It was Christm as Eve. 1970 I 
had written a story about a wonderful woman named Lugenia 
Fuell, a retired school teacher in New York City who operated 
a free day care center for the children of the working poor 
And Mrs Fuell asked me to play Santa Claus at the center's 
annual party 
Of course I was happy to do so. But also I was reluctant I 
make a most painful Santa, m ore tee-hee than ho-ho I think 
it's because there is not enough room between my lip and my 
nose for the m ustache In any event I can't act, a deficiency 
that does not disqualify m e for today’s theater, only the day 
nursery 
Besides, the party was held in Harlem I was to be a white 
Santa to black children, and this at a time when the Negro uni­ 
ty was questioning - loudly — the wisdom of such paradoxes 
Even my true identity was too honky for some of the folks in 
Mrs. Fuell's neighborhood The feeling there was that white 
reporters seldom visited the heart of Harlem with anything 
save self-service on their minds Therefore. I was less than 
totally welcome I was not abused, but the hostility was heavy 
and unpromising 
Shortly before the day of the party, while on a gift-bearing 
mission to the center, the hostility took the shape of crim inali­ 
ty Someone jim m ied into my automobile and stole my press 
cam era I felt it was a rotten thing to do to Santa Claus I also 
wondered if my wheels would be next I very nearly gave it up 
at that point 
But the kids were innocent, and Mrs Fuell was saintly So 
on the appointed day I arrived with a $10-per-hour red suit that 
had a cigarette burn on one sleeve I confess 1 was most ner­ 
vous I fluffed the beard and the wig to the greatest degree, 
but my pale cheeks still predom inated I was certain I would 
be disappointing 
As I recall. 1 entered the nursery — the basem ent of a tene­ 
ment — with the grace of a falling rock The kids w ere on one 
iide of the room, their parents on the other Everyone was 
smiling except one fellow, a huge man with a shaven head who 
looked for all the world like the representative from the Black 
Panthers 
He sat last row center Glowering My pillow 
almost fell to the floor 
But then one child squealed with glee And another Awe 
quickly dissolved into anticipation and fam iliarity 
In 
moments the room was filled with laughter and the sounds of 
small hands clapping on knees A tot rushed up to give me a 
balloon and to hug my leg There was as much jov then as I 
have ever witnessed 
Someone turned on the C hristm as carols Mrs Fuell began 
ringing bells I emptied a bag of presents on the floor and de­ 
lightedly handed them out A doll here, a toy truck there One 
lad got a bubble blowing set and soon the missiles w ere flying 
about as if m a fantasy All the while that tot clung to my leg 
The parents, too, were spirited Except for the man with the 
shaven head While others chatted and sang and snacked on 
popcorn and cookies, he hung back, still grim What with the 
occasion, however. I soon forgot about him 1 w restled with 
the kids, shook hands with the fellows, and kissed every lady 
in the place We partied thus for more than two hours, or $20 
worth of red suit rental 
When it was over I retired to a storage room to undress The 
grip of that leg-hugging tot had to be unfastened finger by 
finger and at that he would not forfeit some of the fur from my 
cuff I had a grand time The kids had too. apparently tor the 
pockets of my costume were filled with their donations of can­ 
dy and gum 
While I was dressing the man with the shaved head came 
into the room 
He introduced himself as an unemployed 
mechanic, and a friend of one of the parents He still was un­ 
smiling. but he was no longer so menacing "You did good.” 
he said, and turned and left 
I said goodbye to Lugenia Fuell and walked out to my car It 
was cold Getting on to dusk And there on the windshield was 
a note — "Sorry about the cam era," it said. ‘ M erry Christ­ 
mas anyw ay."
